Qualities payed the Way for, and fcxm prcH 
cured him, peculiar Marks of Favour frpm 
his Spvereigp} whilf» «t the faoie Amci 
they rivetted the People to his Interjsft* 

If Jbrijlii^s coi/ld pot boaft, of being de^ 
fcended from F^uniliePi ropdered iUqftrious> 
by fortunately becQonixig the Favorites of 
Kings ; yet he had |h« Ple^fure to. hear cooi-r 
mon Rupert tell, how bis own per fonal Me-r 
rit gained him Applaufe, and Diftin&k>pSt 
greater than bQ couAd have derived from the 
mojd: noble Anceftors } nay, more valuably 
than the Smiles, or tinfel Gewgaws, of def^ 
potic Kipgs. 

He took upon him the Management of 
the public Weal, at a Time, when Party- 
Spirit ifh^d its baleful Influence, and W^r 
meditated a heavy Blow againft his Coun«» 
try ; yet he conquered Oppofition ; and very 
(bon, thofe whom he ferved refpeded, nay,^ 
even loved hin\ i They cheerfully applied 
to, and res^dily trufted him ; And they gave 
him the Appellatbn of, an honed Minifter, 
a waroi Patriot, an able Statefman. How 
different tbefe Honours, from thofe.beflow- 
: ^ \ cd 
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cd on fmooth^tongo'd Flatterers ! whothioe 
only with the borrowed Rays of Majcfty. 

But what, efpedally, procured Arifiides 
the.Love> of a grateful People, was, hts 
Integrity^ and many faithful Services. They 
experknced, continually, that he not only 
foothed them with pleafing Addref&s^ but 
obtained for them numberlefs reaf , and fo^ 
lid Advantages : hence they concluded, he 
could not make ufe of his credit to cover ill 
Defigns, ^eftrudive of true Liberty. 

-/fr^///« was a Man of remarkable Pro^ 
bity and Virtue. When at the Head of pub- 
lic Affairs, he always confidered, what was 
beft^ what was mod agreeable to Juftkae, 
and mod: conducive to the general Good. 
Having a Soul above fordid Meannefs, and 
underftanding well the Conftitution of his 
Country, he needed not the Statefman's Art, 
of heaping up Riches, to maintain a Regi- 
ment of Peniioners, and to keep his Poft 
by a partial Liberality: He put his whole 
Strength, in an upright Difcharge of his Of- 
fice } none could cenfure him as avaricious^ 
not one Plunderer of the Revenue could fay^ 
he mifapplied the public Money ; none could 

peiccive 
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perceive him niore follicitaiis afacNrt private^ 
than national Int^reft. 

Ambition^ zn^ Selfjbnrfs obfcure the Luftre 
of great Anions. Thcfe Vices give Occa-- 
fion for Stifpicion } wfaenunited, bring Death 
to a Statefman's Fame ; and too often ia« 
votve his Country in unfpeakable Calamities. 
Untainted was Arifttdet^ with this loathlbm^ 
though common Dtfeafe« His Amlntion was 
lb moderate^ that he contented himfelf, with 
the Honour of being reputed, and apphud* 
ed, as, a faithful Cbiinfellor to his King, 
and a fteady Maintainer of the People's 
Rights; HisDefire to accumulate Wealth 
was fo temperate, that he refufed the Ac« 
ceptance of exorbitant Fees; and both do- 
:meflic and foreign Enemies gave Teftimony 
to his difdaining a Bribes the one, byjoin^ 
ing in a firm Union with the Friends of Li« 
berty $ the other, by their violent Oppofition 
to him, and his Country. 

A Mart te fdmetime^^ known; t)y his 
Friends; and' Cdfafiprffff.' A good M&flxi^II 
not cttiifid^ln M<h «f bad Principha^; a wife 
Man Witt not be 1ibe^OD«pattioii'\)f rPdob. 
Jrijlidirzu^h^ hhirfd^'tii thaft;^ \vho 
werct not only innobled by honorary Titles, 

but 
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(mt Wbofe Sentipoent&were free, abd «rhoft 
Deeds were noble. He .chofe the mod wor<* 
tby to be his Collegues* Such, to whom 
Authority might he ff(ely cpmmuQicated* 
lyiea of boneft. firm D^po£iitioQS $ who had 
00 other Thirfl of Glory, than tobe f^vice« 
aUe; and no farther Love of an Office^ 
than as it might render them more benefit' 
cent, and ufefuh And it was remarked^ 
|>y moft People, that he never courted Po- 
pularity fo far, as to give Places, to un* 
worthy Tools ; nor would he truft, the Ex- 
ecutions of military Schemes, in the Hands 
of Men, charadterized only by their Pods. 
Nor (hould I here omit mentioning, that in 
Enterprizes againft the Enemy, both as to 
the Plans> and the Choice of Perfons to con- 
du£t them, he difcpvered a peculiar Talent ; 
and his Refolqtions were not to be drawn 
from him ; fo well had he been accuftomed^ 
to keep a Secret. 

If k were poflible, I would give an Idea 
pf Ariflides^ as the maftcrly Speaker : but 
Words are wanting. He pofTefTed ^s much 
Eloquence, as was neceiTary at all times^ for 
carrying his Point. It was an Eloquence 
made up of quick Conception, and inftan* 

taneous 
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taneous Reply : faUofn^aw)tis Senfe : ibmfe- 
timest lil^^ ^^ Torrent, bearbg evtry thiog 
abng with it: at others, flowing like a pla- 
cid Stream^ gentle^ and iofinuating^ No 
^de knew bettec thaor hinofelf, how to turn 
off the light Fhihes of Wit^ or to retort tht 
Aarp Repartee: no one was^eTcr more yer« 
fed, in tfaC' lenient Are df Perfuafion. By 
this, he pitiv^iled upon the Stubborn, check- 
ed the Headdrong, animated the Defpond* 
ing, and, like the /kilful Phyfician, who 
follows Nature^ gently bent the Difpofitions 
of the Maltittide, to coincide with his Incli« 
nations* Ih a Word, he knew how to ht 
popular, and honeil; and, by a pleafing 
Addrei^, to clear away the ofFenfive, and 
render the falutary, though bitter Potion, 
pleafing. 

The nearer a patriotic Miniftcr approaches 
theCitadel of Glory, the greater his Danger 
of being (hot at, and wounded. The Ar- 
row of E«iry h aimed, principally, at di- 
ilingui(hed Merit. Strange ! but often to 
be feen, that ar Man's Virtues are his Enc« 
mies; and his defefved, perhaps, too dear- 
ly purchased Fame, becomes the remote Gc- 
cafion of his Fall. It happened, that a 

Party, 
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Ftrty, out of Place^ but who were now do 
termined> under the Wing of regal Prero* 
gative^ to come in^ propofed a Plan of Ope- 
rations^ with whicb^ Arifiides thought it 
egregious. FoUyi to comply : He, therefore, 
vigoroufly oppofed it, and ufed every Expe- 
dient to put it afide : But his Wifdom, for 
the firfl Time, was rejected, with many ag- 
gravating Circumftances. Upon this he 
ihewed himfelf brave, and refigned his Of- 
fice. — ^A Mark of Timidity— a Wound gi- 
ven to true Patriotifm, cries Envy. — But are 
there not Times, when the Affairs of a Na- 
tion may be feized upon by fuch Hands, or 
be in fuch a Condition, as to oblige the firm- 
eft Patriot to yield the Reins to another ? 
Might not his Continuance in Power have 
forced him, at leaft, to palliate, or cpnnive 
^t Schemes deftrudive of Freedom, or his 
Country's well-being ? It is true, in a Storm, 
the fldlful Hand is efpecially wanted ; but, 
when Things come to Extremes, and he 
muft either ruin himfelf, or injure the Com* 
munity, fay, ye Echoes of Afperfion I what 
(hould Wifdom, what (hould Integrity do 
then ? *— my Fellow-Subjedls -^ no Step, 
which Neceflity urges a Man to take, nor 

even 
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tvtn an unpremeditated Failings the Att6tt<^ 
dant on Humanityt ibould withdraw an Ef- 
teem founded upon a general Charader ; ft. 
Character compofed of the moft amiable 
QualitieSi 

A wife Prince only knows how to pri2« 
an ableMinifter; and the real value of fuch 
a Man is not to be eftimated. Cohrt^Statef- 
fnen are, too often, Slaves of Princes; at 
befty timorous Advifers. They underftand 
how to footh their Mafter*s favorite Paffion, 
but rarely have Spirit enough, to (how, or 
advance, his true Intereft : Flence arifes a 
common Saying, That a King may^ have tbi 
Hvorfi qf\SeroanfSy though the befi SubjeSis. 
How valuable then! how much to be ho- 
noured ! is that Counfellor, who delivers his 
Opinion, on the State of AflFairs, vykh aq ho- 
neft Freedom 5 who, in time of War^ un- 
derflands how to avert imminent Dangers % 
who will make no Peace, but upon the mod: 
honorable Terms; who can, having si 
clean Heart, opppfe an Enemy without Ti- 
midity, and advif^ his Prince without Flat-^ 
tery. Such an one, is likely to tafte the Cup 
of Envy. -«-« But, mey the fatal Poi^m oe'- 
var come from the Hands qi Britons^ May 
K tbey 
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ibty never treat with Ingratitude an A R 1 8- 
TIDES, who hzs^gnalfy, and faithfully, 
ferved them.

Say, Reader, can any one be a more ufe^ 
lefs Member of Society ? or become an Ex- 
ample, that more fatally poifons the Maii^ 
ners of the People, than the mert Great 
Man? the Man, I mean, diftinguifhed froih 
the common Herd of talkative Animalsi 
only by his Title, his Retinue, his Sports } 
may I not add, (what fometimes is the Cafe) 
his Vices, and Irreligion 7 you here behold 
an active Being, furfeited with Superfluities j 
devoted to Gaiety; inflaved by Pleafure : 
polite in Behaviour ; corrupt in Difpibfition : 
flow to do good J expert at doing Mifchief : 
employed about Trifles { without tender Af-^ 
fedions : an outfide Shew ; without Know- 
ledge of himfelf^ oi: Country. 

One would think, by the Gait, Oefture^ 
Manner, and Difcourfe, of many in.Higb^ 
Life^ that it muft be a painful Mortificati« 
on, to be feen by, and converfei with their 
Inferiors. But are they not brought into the 
World under the fame Circumftances ? theit 
Manners, and Anions in Life, are they not^ 
Ka ia 
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h reality^ pretty much the f«tne ? they tnaf, 
indeed, catch a diffbreot Idiom of Speech 
from the Vulgar-, aad wiH not a Parfot do 
the like? In Truth,* Mwkind cante, origi- 
nally,, from the fame Stock y and they hard 
the fame PaffioM, the fame Antipatbiet^ 
the fame Humours;; th$ fatfie Pre}cidice»|^ 
I was about to add^ the fame Uif wolthine6^ 
and Weakne^s.^ 

Terdi9 indeed, tfiroogb NtccSity, and 
with greit Propriety, have been invemed,. tx» 
diftidgikiS^ one Fafmly from another^ audi 
fronfifc its Branches j tor feme of which h^vcr 
beeoi adddd Idfly Epidbets, by way of bo^

poffible, from tbefe, let them be repeated 
ever fo often, to form an Opinion of Per* 
fons ; or to know their Hiftories ; nor is it 
worth an Inquiry, what we are called^ 
The main Queftion is, what we .are ? this 
leads to another, fiill4iiQre material^ what 
-k the main Bufinefs of our Life. 

It is not a lon^ String of TitleSi it is not 
-the Look of Importance^ it is not a com« 
manding Tone of Voice, nor is it a ^acefui 
outward Gefture, that will command £- 
fieem : thefe may prqx>fle($ the Vulgar In 
favour of falfe Greatnefs; but 4bey, who 
have been accuftomedtopubliok. Shews, and 
are not captivated with Appearances, «wHl 
look withContempt on fucb^fenielefe'Idkds : 
The Wife do not form a Judgement of mhy 
Externals only. Why .then <(kould ^Perfons, 
of the greateft Confequence in their own 
Sight, be <the moft tricing ? why fbonld 
they leafn Words ibefore Things? wbyilu-^ 
dy Smiles and Care^ before Principles? 
. why love ito deal in Promifcs more than Ac* 
tions ? why fiiould they pradife the Arts of 
'P6ception,^who have thcvleafl: need Oif them ? 

K 3 why 
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why be more concerned to (hew they are 
li?eIl-born, than well-bred, or well inftrua- 
pd in the Principles of Honour ? — They, 
who are born to a Title, (hould confider 
themfelves, as introduced into the World, 
and indowed with this Advantage, in order 
to diftinguifh themfelves by Delicacy of 
Manners, and a good Example. Noble Ex- 
tradtion (hould ferve as an Incentive to pecu- 
liarly (hining Adions. Every wife and vir* 
tuous Man is a great Man by Comparifon --- 
Princes are no more — And, if to Birth you 
annex Meannefs, Bafenefs, and Tyranny, 
you rank the mod important, in their own 
Imagination, with the Mob. 

The gaping Crowd are dazzled with, and 
can fcarce look up to, the external Glitter 
. ^nd Parade of Quality : the Great, in re- 
turn, imagine they cannot look down, with 
too much Contempt, on thofe of meaner 
Rank : a Salute, or a Smile, is a Condefcen* 
iion : But, if a good Judgement, Civility^ 
and Generofity, were reputed the Criterions 
of true Greatnefs, peradventure, both thefe 
grofs Errors, and Indelicacies of Condud, 
inight be corredled. What renders the 
preat qiofl; worthy of Honour is, a Greajt- 

nefs 
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nefs of Soul, and a Power of doing more 
good than other Men, properly cxercifcd* 
If this laft Gift, or Qualification, is abufed, 
and the firft is wanting, for my own. part, 
I can difcern but little Difference between ^a 
.1 ord, and his Footman. A noble, or mean 
J^iith, are the EfFedis of Random-Chance : 
aiJ no one will fay, Juftnefs of Sentiment^ 
folid Honour^ and noble Extraction, are the 
fpontancous Produdions of Dignity and For- 
tune. Why then fhould we admire a Man 
for what is not his own? Why ibould we 
applaud a Reputation founded upon popular 
P.ejudicc? or the EflFe<as of a Painter's Pen- 
cil ? Why fliould we extol any Ornament 
but that of true Worthy which exhibits fome- 
thing more than an Air of Dignity, and a 
long Lift of iniigniBcant Diilindtions ? I 
know in this Golden Age, the value of a 
Man is cflimated by his Dignities, Offices, 
or, ii one Word, his Revenues. So many 
Thoufands per Annum^ fo much Virtue s 
and this Rule influences our Refped. It is 
not to be wondered ^t, that illiberal Minds; 
(hould be fond of a popular Maxim, wbicli 
cftablifties an Equality between the mdft 
virtuous among the NobleflTe, ap^ the moft 
K4 l^rq-» 
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prdRlgtLtfp tbotigh rich Peafants: but it is a 
wonder, the truly^Great, do not, on thisi ac* 
count, difcrcdit it, R^afon^ who fees Things 
as tlicy really are, judges in a different Man- 
ner.-^ Take, (fays ihe) the Trappings off, 
from the proudeft Mortal, and then fee, how 
fais Mrn'd appears. Is it (lored with Know* 
ledge foperior to Perfdns in lower Stations ? 
is* it greatly benevolent ? is it ornamented, in 
fuch a Manner, as to command Efteem ? 
Hondur is xiae to perfonal Virtue, and this 
ihould rodltitute the Difierence between 
Man, and Man, and not Births and Fortune, 
jilone. 

From lowtM lE^Iace, when virtuous Things proceed. 
The Pkce is dignify'd by the Doer's Deed ; 
Where great Additions fwell, and Virtues no(K» 
I( isa dropfied Honour; Gpod alone, 
*Tis Good without a Name; Vilenefs ij? foj 
The Property, by vyh^t it is, fhould go, 
l^pttJy tlxe Tide.

and that it is the Duty of Inferiors, to fub- 
mit Judgement, Confcience, and Fortune, 
to the Will of the mofl: «preiid» weallcy. and 
corrupt Superiors. Believe me, no one, can 
be more(lref)gly<X)nviiiced«haii'iiiyfel4 of 
the Propriety, and ^k6efl}ty, of a Subordi* 
nation afffiong^Marikind, as to Rank and De* 
gree. Ye honorable Fathers df yoor-Coun- 
try ! ye paft, ye prefent, Patrons of Liber* 
ty ! I admire your Adlions, I revere your 
JVfemory; I give that Rc(po<3; land Praife^ 
which to your exalted Condition is 3iie^ 
^ecly, juftly, iuioerely ! loiuft confefs, I 
make a Difiindtion between the Great, and 
the truly honorable; butihfe laA, are ever 
certain, of being Obje^as of my Admica- 
tion, and cordial Regard. I ever vener^f^ 
«ven the Outlide, which covers Wifdooa^ 
and Benevolence, and bow as low ftQ^thib^^ 
thofe who, from the Motivet^f Fear or Hopct, 
wor&ip a Name — I love Eummts — fi^ia 
Ailed the patriot-NobleoaaD. It is iippo^i^ 
ble to know, and not hiomoiir him. TaJ^thie 
following Sk<$cb, as an insq^ecfddt Pi(ftoriB ^ 
)iis ami^e C^^ities^ .

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EUMENES. A Character. 

Latins regnes avidum dmando 
Spiritum^ quamji Libyam remotis 
Gadibus jungas, et uterque Poenus 
Serviat unii

EuMENES thought it not fufficient to be 
innobled by Blood, that he was an EarKs 
Son, and could boaft of his Great-Grandfa* 
ther'is Exploits ; but more anxious, to ren- 
der his own Memory dear to Poftcrity, he 
cultivated thofe indearing Qualities, and 
noble Virtues, which were the Foundation 
of his Progenitors Honours. As Fortune 
had been the firft Inftrument toward ere£t*- 
ing his Elevation, in return, he dignified 
his Fortune ; and, by a good Reputation, 
damped a real value upon his Perfon, and 
Condition : efteeming it more honorabl^^ 
to deferve to be npble ; than to be born fo. 

He was well inftrudled in tiie liberal Sci« 
«nces, and all Branches of Philofophy : but 
(he bed part of his Youth vvas fjpent^ in the 

Study 
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Study of Mankind ; and bow to accommo- 
date that ufefu) Knowledge, to the Benefit 
of the PuJblic/ hi$ own -Advancement, and 
the private Offices of Virtue. At the Age 
of Manhood, the Laws, and Cudoms of 
Nations, particularly, the Manners of tho(4^ 
among whom he redded, ingaged the Atten* 
tion of Eumenes. He made it his Bufinefs^ 
tQ inform himfelf, concerning the Talents 
of all, within his Diftridl: ; their Profeffions, 
and Occupations; their Prejudices, Opini* 
ons, and FaSionsj their private Hifiories, 
little Misfortunes, and Succeffes ; their Tafte^ 
Humours, reigning Paffions, and natural 
Tempers: by which kind of Learning, he 
under ftood, how to treat different Charac- 
ters, tq forin Connedions^ to execute good 
Deiigns with Succefs^ and to regulate his 
Deportment, as Occafion, Times^ Circum* 
fiances, and Events, required. 

When Eumenes returned from his Travels, 
jn one refpe<fl, he came home the fame Man: 
not having imbibed^ a weak Attachment, to 
the Principles, and Fafhions, of other Couq* 
fries, with an hearty Contempt fof his 
own. 

His 
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His Icifurc Hours, olF Relaxation, were 
fpent not in fluggiih Idlenefs, nor in Sarda- 
napaliani^cafores, nor in Epicurean Gratifi- 
cations J but in fuch Recreations, and Excr- 
cifes, by which, both the Mind, and Bo- 
dy, are refrefhed and invigorated. Some- 
times, Eumenes exhilarated.his Spirits, with 
the facetious Sallies of Jocus and Bacchus ; 
at others, fought to the Carc-difpelling Har- 
mony of Mufic : Hunting alfo, and Hawk- 
ing, with all the Sports of the Field, were 
•Diverfipns, vrhkh he confidcred, as chiefly 
eligible. 

Grandeur, and Profperitv, are Touch- 
ftones, that try the Tempers of fomc Men, 
as Misfortunes do thofe of others : while 
they Simulate the PafHons, they incourage 
the Gratification of them. Effmenes^ took 
Minervaiot his Pilot ; and flopped his Ears 
with .Wax, when the Sirens begun their 
Charms. He would not purchafe Silenean 
Revels with a Diminution of his paternal In- 
heritance ; nor melt his Fame, or Integrity, 
in the Careffes ot a Miftrefs. 

H? £himned Intemperance, and Volup- 
tuoufnefs, as he would have done a peftilen- 
tial Diforder j dcfpifing, to be iippqdent in 

his

hisYoutb, effeminate at Manhood^ and con- 
tetaiptible in old Age. 

He cohfidered unbounded Ambition, as 
the Parent and Nurfe of many Vices : Urbi* 
urn, regnorumque Pejtem. The Fame of Au- 
thority, and Power, he thought defirable ; 
but the Fame of Virtue, he would fay, is 
much more excellent. That was a fine Say- 
ing of Plato\ when he obferved; the Man 
who would be tnaly rich, (or Great) ftould 
rather Contvadt his Defires^ than increafe bis 
Wealth, (and Expedattem.) 

He ftudioufly avoided- a proud Deport* 
ment. Aiiiidft the Splendor of his Glory, 
be remembered, he was mortal. Na Im- 
perfedions appear more odious, in vulgar 
Eyes, than MorofeneA, or unfeafonable Af- 
perity: ahi yet, Haughtineis is the too 
common Attendant, on young Noblemen } 
who are apt to overvalue themfetvts, on ac« 
count of external Acquirentients ; and; to dis- 
play Self-eftimation, on every incdnfiderable 
Occafion. 

He looked into his owta private ConccrnSj 
andtnanaged his Finantes with Oeconomy : 
being too wife to become a Bubble to his 

Steward > 
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Steward ; and thought it rather beneath hini, 
to be ruined by his Servants. 

No Condudt has (o great a Tendency, to 
conciliate the AfFedions of Dependants, as a 
ilria regard to Juftice, the Pradlicc of mo- 
ral Virtue, and a Conformity, to the exter- 
nal Modes of religious Worftiip, Eumenes, 
therefore, fpeculated frequently, upon this 
wholcfom Advice; Difcite Juftitiam^ et 
non temnere Divos ; quibus virtutibus^ et Cy- 
rus^ et Qamillui^ et Affricanus, et pre flan-* 
tijfimt viri excelluerunt (Pontani Op.) 
. They who would be truly Great, or who 
covet, only, Dominion, and Popularity, mud 
m^^ a tripple Alliance; maintaining an in- 
difibluble Untonj with Benevolence, Libe- 
rality, and Clemency : for this powerful Tri- 
umvirate, can create Friends out of Enemies, 
implaot Fidelity in the Bread of the unfaith- 
ful, andraife a Monument for their Subjedts, 
morclaiting than Brafs. Eumenes was proud, 
if he may be faid, to have had any Pride, 
of thefe interior Virtues; the EfFefts of which, 
part broke forth into public View, and part 
lay concealed, in domcftic Privacy. He 
could not provide for all, agreeable to their 

guine Expectations, who moved within 

the 
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th^ Orbit of his Favour; yet he wanted not- 
Expreilioa of Kindnefs for every one i nor 
Gratitude^ for Services ; and be even confi- 
dered fucb^ as were farther removed from 
him, as Streams that claimed, to participate 
of his Bounty. Accefs to him was eafy and 
pleafant: for be, daily, iet apart a certain 
Portion of Time, to receive all, who might 
have Application to, or Bufinefs with him : , 
nor was be known to treat Petitioner^ on 
any Occafion, with unpopular. Rudenefs, 
unreafonable Supercilioufnefs, or cruel Se« . 
verity. His Condud:^ indeed, to a particu* 
lar kind of Suitors, was fomewbat unufual; , 
for thofe, whofe Requefts he determined 
not to grant, he politely difmiiTed ; without 
torturing them with the Pains^ caufed by 
Sufpenfe, or Hope ; and rendered more in« 
tenfe, by final Difappointment. Nor muft 
we omit mentioning, here, another Rule of , 
Life, no lefs fingular than the above^ which 
is; that hej regularly ,^ at dated Times, paid 
his Bills; nor ruined one poor TradefmaUy 
by large Orders, and long Credit.

An exalted Station of Life; may be tcrtrt- 
ed^thefFteM of Honour j where noble Qua-^' 
litics are brought to Aftion, and cxcreifed for 
the bpmmon Benefit of Mankind : Bume^ 
wy, however, was of this Opinion. H(^ 
therefore, declined not fuch Imployifients 
UTider the Gov^ernment, which might afibird 
hkn Oppprtanities, to perform fdr his 
Friends, and Country, honorable and ufe-« 

ful 
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fal Services, What Offices he bore is not 
material, in this (hort Review : fufiice it to 
fay, he difcharged his Duty, in a Manner^ 
con(i(lent with his Charader : and a certain 
happy Succefe^ raifed him above the Cen- 
Aires of low Cunning *, and made his Under- 
takings (hine with peculiar Luftre. In the 
Province allotted to his Superintendancy, his 
Condufl: was juft, and regular. The Poor 
feared not, nor did the Rich envy his Pow- 
er; becaufe, the former, were nourifli- 
ed with a paternal Care, while the latter, 
.were treated with Refpe£t, and eafy Polite- 
cefs. 

There remains one Point of view, from 
whence it is neceffary, we fliould take a Sur- 
vey of Eutnenes ; I mean, as a Courtier : 
yet in this Light, I am apprehenfive, to 
fome he will appear lefs pleaiing; though, 
toothers, I hope not lefs inftrudive. 

Eumenes knew the Court. He knew 
Court -politenefs. Court- refinements, and 
Court-difguifes : but then, he underftood, 
alfo,/how to ufe them, without excluding 
from the Anti-chamber, Nature^ and ^/>- 
tue.

of pretty Gentlemen ! the fonoriferous La- 
mentations of old Women! the tittering 
Remarks of well-bred MijOfes ! the murmur- 
ing Whifpers of as well-taught Children ! the 
humqiing Noife of young Matters ! and, O! 
fublime Injoyment ! the quick lively Tran- 
fitiqns of full-grown Ladies ! But to be fcri- 
ous — How reproachable tbefe Irregulari- 
ties in public, which good Scnfe cannot be- 
hold without Pain, in private Societies ! Ir-

andy if not of a bad. Indications,' at Teafl:]^ 
of a triflmg Mind» Sdppofe they arc riot 
criminal, are they decent ? are they fit^ 
confidering Time, and Place ? are they 
fubfervient to any good End? to affSjft i 
light Gaiety, where wc (faould be ferious { 
to calumniate, and propagate evil Reports^ 
where we are aflembled to pray for Peacci 
Unity, and Forgivenefs of our Enemies I to 
imploy the Eye, which (hould be lifted up 
to Heaven, in wanton Rovings ; the Tongue^ 
which (hoiild implore Mercy, in unchari-^ 
tabic ExprefBonsi the Ear, which (hould 
attend to Inftrudion, in liftening to infighifi^ 
cant Tattle i how contradidory ! howludi^ 
crous I It is» like wile, an Offence againft 
Good-Manners > . and> as a Proof of thisj I 
do not remember tp.bave obferved much of 
it, among the polke Audiences at Xm^(^i 
I am certaiuj it ri9 not carried to that Exr 
cef»,. as in our Ccmntry-CathedralSi . With 
refpeS; to the Benefit, Church-Gofiips may 
be fuppofed to receive, from the mbft ni« 
tional, and pathetic Parts, either in tbt 
Prayerfli^. or Sermons, . we may conclude^ 
it cannot be much. The Uhdiilatkm of 
.:,i M Sounds, 
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Sounds, that feize upon th^ Apartments of 
the Mind, muft prevent even the Approach 
of ferious, or ufefol Thoughts ; nor can itt 
after hearing the Didlates of Folly, and Paf« 
iion, be difpofed^ to attend tothofeof Rea« 
fon and Religion.

— I fea^^ 
not. Amicus certus in Re incerta cernitur 
-—Here is the Touch-ftone of true Friend- 
ihip ; and that which is founded on Virtue, 
and Religion, will alone bear the Aflay — - 
make it, my dear Eupbronius^ in Tibie ~ 
defer not the Experiment, until a Difcovery 
(nay prove fatal. 

CREON would be thought faving, and 
glories in his Prudence. He would cover- 
over 
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ovdr his fofdicif Frugality, with the decent 
Garb of Occonorny : but tlic Vail is too 
tranfparient; tpliide hTs Meannefs : the World 
fees through it^' ahdT fcruples not, to title 
hini, a Niggard. Creon^ never Icai-iit Arith- 
metic, but will tell you the Interefl: of ten 
Pounds, at twenty per Cent, for any given 
Time, to a Farthing. He lends his Money, 
cautioufly, as a Ufurer; and will be paid, 
pundtually, with the Extortion of a Pettifog- 
ger. In his Dealings, Gifts, and Connexions, 
he takes Carie, the Balance (hall always be 
on his own Side. He haunts your Houfe, 
with miich the fame Views, as he traverfes, 
daily, his Farm, to fee that all is fafe ; and 
what is likely to be, his annual Profits, from 
your Good-Nature. He covets the Name 
of a Bargain-Hunter ; and appears, moft 
elated, at a Cheat put upon his Neighbor. 
He will be, at times, very liberal — of what 
may cbfl: him nothing : and offers, very 
cordially, his Afliilance -;- when not want- 
ed. He makes you a Prefent of a few 
Birds s but will, believe me, draw upon you, 
hereafter, for Ipfs of Time, in (hooting 
them.. A CoUedor, for charitable Ufcs, 
caq never find him at Home: or, if met

begs hioij to call again. Upon a fecond Vh 
fit, his Wife gives Sixpence $ intres^ting, hee 
Hulbaqd's Name may not be mentioned^ 
A poor Man afking Alms, »nd a Friend iri 
Trouble, are two, Evils, he ind^avoijrs to 
(hun ; and a third, almoft intolerable, is, an 
iniblveot Debtor. No , Map can more ex- 
adtly afcerfain the Value of fmall Things^ 
than Gr^n. By a few piean ljjtt)e Actions, 
well-tjmcd s by fiwall Sur»s, wcjU-placed 
out ; by Savings, in little Matters ; be can 
(ai(e Hillocks of Gold ; and create a mife«- 
cable Abundance: for he wifely obfcrves, 
many a Little^ intAes a MickU: yet, two 
Things> be grofly ; neglects : the i. prudent 
OficoocHnift never thinks> of faving hia 
$oiil : or his Reputation. When thisTem^ 
per has tjrannifed . over the Mind» in the 
^ird Period of lifc^ at the fourth, it fre* 
queotly runs into :Q$Aetmfnefs •, which, by 
the Power of Cuftom, makes of Man, a 
Member; a Compound of Penurioufnefs, 
Brutality, and Villany.

prejudicial; and the World (aysi he is more 
Knave^ than Fool. Frontinus bluntly en- 
ters your Room, unlopked for, unfent-for : 
he interrogates you upon the Propriety qf 
your -Condudi:, in certain. . Particulars : he 
fnatches what you are doing out of your 
Haods^ and you are to thank him, for aot 
doing it better. He then tells you^ what 
Conipany you are to keep : and, where you 
muft buy your Goods.

Neighbours with Appearances. You may,

World, as fuch ? may he not pretend to be 
in your Secrets ? may be not drive the moft 
worthy from your Company ?. or prejudice 
you againft them ? — *- Induftrioufly avoid, if 
you are deiirous of a good Charadter, thc^ 
feemingly^undefigninglMvttiTi^'&^Ts : Such 
Perfons are, both, troublefom, and dangc* 
rous Companions. 

CROESUS, firft attrafls our Admira* 
tion; then, our AfFeAions. Happy they! 
who have nothing to afk j who have nothing 
to expert, from Cratfus. His Promifes art 
fine Phrafes : his Offers, univerfaK — T0U 
may command hi m : and be wU do bis utnu^ 
tojerveyout but with this Provifo — that 
you know, how to diftingoifh, what is fpo- 
ken, from what is meant -~ and then, it will 
be Ill-breeding in you, to believe, at any 
Time, he intends to keep his Word. Stand, 
at a Difiance^ from the Mere Great^Man % 
unlefsyou propofe to mingle with the Circle; 
and, in this Cafe, you muft neither defire, 
nor fearch after a Friend. 

Who can know the peevi(h, fretful, M/- 
DAS, and not pity him? who, that hears

Never alk 
his Opinion; for it will be only that of his 
Fa^ion, . Never expcd: to profit by hisUn- 
derftanding j Tberfitei will not be wifcr 
than his Neighbours. Id*. all public Matters, 
his chief loquitiea zxtt-^^ well what do you 
think >fff^^^ih^4f^^^^ "^hat/ays Mr.Sucb-ar 
tfw/^i/l'^aAd the Sentiments, Men in Power,

Room for ARGOS — make way for 
the World's Wife-mun. A Buck of the Firft 
Herd this — the World's Schoolimfter — 
The World's Commander. — Rnaves are his 
Engines j and Fools his Prey. Some call 
Argo% an able Man : and well they may : 
fince he can affeflr, with a Shew of Honefty, 
what honeft Men themfelves would be a^ 
£bamed to do« Many call Argot^ a Know* 
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ing-otie — ^he is fo, with tefpefl: to what tdtt* 
ceras himfelf, and his own private Ends. Ad 
be attends to notbii\g elfe^ it would becruel^ 
, not to allow him a little Knowledge^ in thefe 
Particulars. Nay, I will add, he is an aftive, 
refolute Man : .adive, in doing, what the 

Consciences of other Men would dart at : and 
determined, within himfelf^ to accomplifli 
his Wi(be$, by any Means. Argos ufes Vir- 
tue, and Religion, 'as he does his Friends^ 
only to ferve a Purpofe : but, in his Clofet, 
he kughs at thofe, who fear a God — and 
truft himfetf. Poverty, he thinks the Rc-

Z IL US is known by the Name of a 
Dttradler. The Appellation is too foft. By 
Reports, his Inftruments, he is a Murder- 
er : a Murderer of Reputations* A bafe 
Temper, a foul Tongue, low Cunning, mean 
Envy, a weak Capacity, a Worfe Heart, a 
quick Invention, arc Ingredients mixed up, 
N a la 
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in the Compofition of a Slanderer. Though, 
like the Serpent, continually grovelling in 
the Dirt, yet, is he very watchful, to bring 
others down, by the Venom of his. Tongue, 
to his own Level : and frequently wounds 
thofc, whom he cannot deftroy. His Com- 
mendations are Satyrs ; however, intended 
by him for fuch : and he will make more of 
a Mote, in his Brother's Eye, than the hu- 
mane Ccnfor will of a Beam. Zoilus is 
beady \ and four in Difpofition. His pollu- 
ted Stomach difrelifhes tvery Thing, but its 
own Food ; of which, the favorite Difh is, 
an 011a Podrida, of Exceptions, Claufes, ifs, 
buts; well-fpiced, with infamous Expref- 
fions. If Zoilus grants Something, in favour 
of the accufed Party, it is in order to flrength- 
en his CoDclufions : if a Scruple of Praifc, 
it is, that he may be indulged, a Pound of 
Invedive. If he commends a Perfon, for 
fome good Qualities 5 or can fay nothing to 
his Prejudice ; or is afraid to fpeak out ; you 
will hear him talk as myftcrious, as 2 Sibyl : 
he breaths forth nothing but Hints, and dark 
Sayings: he fpeaks much in the Potential 
Mood — He could: he might': he would: if

ries have no Foundation in Truth : and, for 
his part, he Jhall never mention them again. 
— Is it, my Euphronius, becaufe moft Men 
are tainted with this Diforder, that it is {o 
brief? that even the Dead are not fecurc 
from its Malignity ? I know your Bofom is 
not infedted with the loathfom Plague: I 
know you abhor the flinging Vipers : would 
you punifli their biiftering Tongues? — 
maintain your Integrity : this will be^ like 
heaping Coals of Fire on his Head.

moft trifling Tranfadions, renders^ both dif^*

I pity a weak Many and fuch a one is 
NEMO : a Child at Man's Eftate : a gregt 
Boy in Leading-ftrings. He has, it is true, 
a well-meaning Mind ; and that harmle/s 
Difpofition, which hurts no one Perfon, fo 
much, as Nemo. They, who are heft a,g- 
N 4 quainted 
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quainted with him, find it difficult to de^^ 
cide, how many Removes he is from a 
Wife-man, and how near his Approaches 
to a Fool. — Are you not furprifed ? is it iVi?- 
pio you vifit ? — yefterday he fmothered you 
with Imbraces ; he loaded you with ^11 his 
Secrets : To-day, how cold he is ! how re* 
ferved ! perhaps, you have not abufed him 
— perhaps, he thinks you are come to give 
him good CounfeL Among the many £r<p 
rors Nemo faljs into, thefe are not the lead 
<— he will fooner be inticed, than perfuaded, 
or convinced. He is the Tale-bearer*s Tool : 
the Flatterer's Anvil. He is extremely fond 
of Strangers; loves thofc beft, whon> hp 
knows only by Report ; and is quickly wea- 
ry of his Friends. 

Here comes one, to clofe the Catalogue, 
who, though not a Man-hater, makes every 
Manfhunhim: it is THE ODOi?£, with 
his Hand upon his Pocket. He treads, ha- 
ftily, as if he had fallen out with the World, 
and was running, to be revenged on it : per- 
adventure, he may have left his Dcfk open, 
and is returning Home, from a Surmife, that 
his Wife will rob him. If he gives an Auc- 
tioneer a Commifl^oQ tp bicl for hipi, he w^l 

defire 
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dtffire^fcveral Per fons, to take Notice, at what 
the Articles fell. There are few Men, fo 
fortunate, as to be fpoken well of by Tbeo^ 
dore I becaufe, all in his Eyes, are Fools, or 
Knaves : which Prejudice confines his Re^ 
gard to Words : two whereof, he is paffio- 
nately fond of : thefe are, Witne/jes^ and 5^- 
curity. Unhappy Theodore! who thinks 
every one cheats birn : who neither lends, 
nor borrows, without the Apprehenfion of 
being impofed on. — A fufpicious Temper 
is an uneafy Companion \ and ihtdiftrujiful 
Man, a precarious Friend* 

Thefe, my Eupbronius, are the Charac- 
ters, whofe Sentiments, Prejudices, Habits, 
and Conduct, are fuch, as afford little Room, 
for the fwedt Intercourfe of Friend(hip» You 
may now, probably, inquire — By what 
Rule, is my Choice to be direded ? you may 
fay, I have cleared away the Rubbifh, but 
not difcovered, where the precious Gem is tp 
be found — Indeed JSupbromus, I muft, I 
believe, here leave you to yourfclf : fo that 
Judgement, natural Senfc, and Prudence, 
which, properly exerted^ will be of more 
Service tp you, than whole Volumes of 
written Diredlions — I have fuppofed you, 

undej^ 
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under the Influence^ of virtuous Principle! $ 
and therefore oiay, fafely^ farther advifc 
3rou^ to learn Wifdom of the Children of this 
World. You fee, they herd together, juft 
as their ruling Paflions impel ; the Avaricii- 
ous, the Debauched, the Knavifli, wkh Men 
of fimilar Principles, and Pra<5tices. So you, 
if defirous to preferve, and improve in Vir^ 
tuc, muft obfcrve, in chafing a Friend, 
Conformity of Temper, Refemblance in 
Humour, Correfpondency of Opinion 3 and 
indeavour, to form an Alliance, with Men 
qf Prudence, Honour, and Confcience. Be- 
fore you grapple to your Soul, like Hooks of 
Steel, any of your Companions, examine 
well their Recommendations ; eftimate their 
Deportment \ and dive into their real Cba^ 
rafters. Timidity, here, is good Sdbfe ; 
and, Procraftination, true Wifdom. Re-

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or nothing 5 to difpofc of thcmfclves, or 
Time j and to fill up their vacant Hours, 
with fuch Expedients, as Folly, or Caprice, 
may bring into Vogue. But Common- 
Senfc muft acknowledge, and^ if attended to, 
would expofe this Fallacy, Is not every one, 
as a Member of Society, accountable for his 
public Adlions to Society ? becaufe we have 
much Time at command, does it follow, we 
may fool it away? if we are not over- 
thoughtful, is this a good Rcafon, forincou- 
raging a Diffipation of Thought ? if fome 
arc too volatile, to ingage in focial Converfe; 
too infenfible, to amufe themfelves with do- 
ing benevolent Adions ; have they, on this 
Account, the Privilcdge to contaminate the 
Morals of Youth ? or, at lea(l, to tindure 
their Manners with a light Infignificancy ? 

I was, imperceptibly, led to thefe 
Thoughts, by a contemplative View of the 
fajhianable Diverfions^ which, at prefent— - 
Oh, I befeech you, do not contradt your 
Brow — I am not, as you may imagine, be- 
ginning, mod violently, to exclaim againft 
the Pomps, and Vanities, of this finful World 
*^ no, no, 1 am tpo much a Reclufe myfelf, 
(0 wifli others fos and, am never better 

ple^fed^ 
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plcafcd, than to behold the Fiend, Melan- 
choly, drove from the human Breaft, by 
Sports, and Amufements: thefe expel Singu- 
larity, banifli Caprice, fweeten a four Tem- 
per, and fmooth the rugged Paths of Life. 
The Theatre^ when under the Management, 
of a Garricky becomes the Source, of refi- 
ned, and ufeful Entertainment : there, the 
Gay, the Young, the Old, may find Plea- 
fure, and Improvement, Pity ! that Means 
peculiarly adapted to mould, inftrud, and 
reform, rational Beings, fhould not be al- 
ways fubjeit to the Care, and Regulation, of 
good Tafte, and Virtue ! Harkye, (methinks 
1 hear you fay) what Objedlions have you 
to a Game of ff^ijl ? or ^iadrille ? — : none, 
provided you will indulge me, to chufe my 
Company, name my Stakes, and fix the 
Tiine for Play. I have no Averfion to Cards, 
as Cards, but I cannot make them my A- 
pollo, nor become their Advocate, when 
converted into unjoyou§ Recreations, and 
difturbers of the calm AfFedions. The Gofit, 
at prefent, for them, is fo fanguine, that 
they can, no longer, be confidered as mere 
Paftimes, but as the Sport of Avarice, or an 
cftabliihed Modifli Trade for Gain. Parties 

now 
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now fit down to a Table full of the Spirit 
of Gaming : an Eagerneis to win is vifible 
on their Countenances 5 and much Inquie- 
tude, fometimes Quarrels, diftinguifii Per- 
Ibns of the heft Senfc. The bad Confequen- 
ccs, produced by Play, and which are ftrong- 
ly felt, both by Individuals, and the Public, 
are well known ; and if any find a very good 
Account in it, they are, for the moft part, the 
infignificant, or worthlefs part of Mankind. 
I doubt not, but they who poffefs aDelica-* 
cy of Tafte, are touched very fenfibly, with 
the tyrannic Sway of Spadile and Manilc^ 
when they rcfledt, that by their Ufurpation, 
much elegant Improvement, from the Fair- 
Sex, is intirdy excluded, and loft : I fay ele- 
gant Improvement : for, as Mr. D. Hume 
obferves : *^ What better School for Man- 
ners, than the Converfation of virtuous Wo- 
men ; where the mutual indeavour to pleafe, 
muft infenfibly polifh the Mind ; where the 
Example of the Female Softnefs and Modef- 
ty, muft communicate itfelf to their Admi- 
rers 3 and where the Delicacy of that Sex puts 
every one on his Guard, left he give Offence, 
by any Breach of Decency/* 

I would 
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I would not, by what I have faid^ be 
thought to hint, at confining Particulars to a 
certain Circle of Diverfions ; nor am I about 
to determine what thefe fhould be : yet I 
could wi(h, fuch were excluded the Num« 
ber, as might be grofly abufed, and which 
not fo much unbend, as enfeeble the Mind* 
When modifli Amufements, ingender Idle- 
nefs, or inflame the angry Paffions, when 
they ingage the whole Attenti9n, when they 
extirpate every benevolent Thought, when 
they weaken every Spring of Adion, whea 
they raife up in the Soul, the malignant Spi'- 
rit of Gaming, fuch Recreations can fcarce- 
ly be called innocent ; and, we muft wrong 
our better Judgement, or ridiculoufly deceive 
ourfelves, in purfuing them, as mod eligible 
for Gentlemen j or, the beft Imployment for 
inadive Hours. The Fitnefs, and Neceffity, 
of Diverfionsy I acknowledge : nor am fa 
morofe, as to perfuade Gentlemen,^ to abftain 
from fuch as are, at prefent, in Fa£hion : it 
is the Abufe of them, I plead againft» A- 
mufement the mod grofs, will afford, as well 
as the delicate, Pleafure ; but neither the one^ 
nor the other, conftitute Happincfs. From 
thi« Coniaderation^ it is not fufHcient they 

are 
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Are entertaining, they (hould be, alfo, b6ne-» 
ficial s they fliould, in their Tendency and 
EfFedls,.advance the real Satisfadion of In- 
dividtrals, and the Good of Society. Hence, 
you fee, the Propriety of viewing Diverfions 
in z'political highly and, as an Objedl wor- 
thy the Attention of an able Minifter, or a 
wife Legiflator. We muft.confider, not on- 
ly the Impreflion, and Entertainment, they 
afford private Perfons, but their Influence 
on the Nation in general j and how far they 
maybe adapted to our Species of Govern- 
ment. In mixed Monarchies, which have 
interwove, in their Conftitution, republican 
Principles, even ordinary Amufements (hould 
ftrengthen that Virtue^ which is their folid 
Bafis, and only Support. In all Nations, 
{England txct^icd) Recreations fpring out 
of, and are fuitable to, their Genius, Tem- 
per, and Spirit. I am therefore pleafed, 
when I fee, the thoughtful Dutchman^ mu- 
fing over his Draughts, the dull German^ 
riding in his Up-and-down, the light Italiariy 
fkipping after a Fiddle, and the amorous 
Frenchman, making Love to a Hoop-petti- 
kU I do not wonder, that the martial Spi- 
of Rome^ fliould delight in Gymnic, and 

military 
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military Exercifcs, in Exhibitions of Gladi- 
ators, and wild Beads; the polite Genius of 
Greece, in the manly Olympic Games ; the 
modern Spaniard^ in roaring out Praifcs up- 
on a mad Bull : but, would not an old Ro- 
man be aftoniOied, and afhamed, to fee the 
Studious, the Brave, and the Generous, a- 
mong Britons^ confuming their Strength, in 
ftrenuous Idlenefs ? or a great part of Life^ 
in dividing and (huffling a Pack of Cards ? 
Like Children of three Years Growth, wc 
bufy ourfelves about effe£ling Nothing ; and 
are proud, to leave the World with this 
Truth, by way of Legacy : ** That we have 
fcarce done one Adion, for which it was 
worth coming into it/* What a Contradic- 
tion are the effeminate Amufements of a 
Drum^ or a Rout^ to the robuft Exercifes of 
our Forefathers! among which, Hunting 
deferves the firft Place, as a noble Employ- 
ment for the Chiefs in a Commonwealth : 
a Diverfion, that inures the Body to Hard' 
fhip \ and cannot inflame the fiercer Paffions, 
while attended with a liberal Education, 
Good Humour, Good Cheer, and Good 
Convcrfation* 

O Mufick 
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Mufick has been confidered, as a good poi 
Titical Expedient, to extirpate the Ferocity^ 
and foften the Manners of a People. It may 
be fo;. and an Application of its Power, not

take from others/ -^ In AJ^afia^ Good-na- 
ture, and Wit, are infeparable Companions % 
Gaiety, and Decency, cloieiy united. She 
snay be reckoned a Novice, in the Cuftom^ 
of the World \ but She will not facrifice, to 
that World, her Undcrftandipg, Integrity^ 
md Senfibility« They, indeed, who have 
the leaft to boafl: ofj within^ will attempt 
to fill up the Vacancy from without* Such 
People hear^, with Pleafure, fecret Hiftory; 
they willingly imagine, and credit, the worft; 
they paint ftrbngly: Hear-fay, prefcnlly, 
flies abroad for Truth ; Imagination is exhi« 
bited as Reality ; and we, with a furprifing 
Grace, tell to others, what we know nothing 
ofourfelves. Some love dearly to be witty: 
whether at the Expcnce of Truth, is not 
thought of. — Some have rather too much 
IVIercury in their Compofition ; with themi^ 
It is fufficient, if they can be diverting : Sin- 
cerity, and Decency, they leave to duller 
Souls. Some are too Eagle-eyed : their 
own bad Adions (land recorded, in the BooJs; 
pf Fame ; the Knowledge of thefe makes 
l^em ^^(ceedip^ fiiarp-fighted, and quick^ to 

bcfpattCT 
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befpatter the Coixiua; of others. Some are 
fo prudent! fodifcreet! and think themfelvcs 
the bcft Judges of their Neighbors Deport- 
ment. The Motives of their Adions, their 
Views, and Scheme of Life, muft, to be 
f|ire, be known by their Sagacity ! nor can 
they refrain publi(hing» with a mod wife 
Countenance, what, (fuppofing it to be 
Truth) would be a Proof of their Difcrction, 
and Senfe, to keep within their own Breafts. 
Some, I fear, feel a malicious Pleafure, by 
gratifying Self-iihnefs, If afcibility, and Re- 
venge, in forging, and propagating. Reports 
they know to be Fallhoods* Honour, and 
Juftice, rarely, dwell with low Cunning, Im^- 
pertinence, and Ill-nature. It would be 
wronging Perfons of this Complexion, to 
fay, (heir Hearts are too tender! and, their 
Regards for Truth, too delicate ! a Weak- 
qefs this they cannot, indeed, lament as a 
part of their Conflitution ! Some, even Per« 
fons of Condition, who poflefs a Turn of 
Mind fuperior to the frivolous, and fuper* 
ficial, will, neverthelefs, condefcend to ad: 
the part of mere Triflers : to think would 
give them the Head-ach : to examine is no 
fmall Trouble : and they are too polite to 
O 4 fpoil 
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fpoil Vivacityi or counteraA the Cuftom of 
the World. 

I cannot quit this Subjed, without noting 
« few more Charaderifticks, that diflinguilh 
thofe, who fct up for Arbiters of Reputa- 
tion : efpecially, fuch as have relation to the 
Manner, in which their Tales are told. Blifil 
is, continually, lowering his Voice, in Com- 
pany ; and his Judgement reaches the Ear 
tvafted upon a Whifper : yet, what is told 
you, in Secret, he intends you (hall publifh 
for him, upon the Houfe-Top. Flirtilla is 
all Hurry, all Impatience ; and one need be 
all Ear, to keep Pace with her Volubility* 
She begins, abruptly, without waiting for 
previous Inquiry, or Introduftion, *Well, 
did you ever hear the like? — Blefs me! 
Mrs. Tattle what do you think ? — you may 
fpare yourfelf the Trouble, to afk Queftions : 
for (he herfclf, as faft as her Lungs permit, 
will favour you with both Queftion and An- 
fwer. "Titterea introduces every Anecdote 
with a fignificant Smile, or a fpiteful Laugh ; 
which feem to ridicule the Hearer's Credu- 
lity, and, as it were, fay, I know you will 
|)e Fool enough to believe me. Belmore ar- 
raigns^ 
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raigns^ and condemns, with a myflerioiis 
Air. He can fmile mod malicioufly. To 
hear his weighty Judgement, you muft be 
fworn to Secrecy. Where his Pity is 
profufe, and his Profeffions of Fricnd(hip 
AroBg, his Flight of Calumny is chiefly di- 
rected, and doth mod Mifchief: Belmore 
makes a Virtue of Diffimulation. Read^ 
er ! view yourfelf, now, I intreat you, in 
this Glafs : and ihould you, perchance, 
ice your own Likenefs, go not away, and 
forget what manner of Perfon you are.

They who have the beft Title to high Of- 
fices in the State, are Men of Rank,^ and 
rich Men of Abilities : and the fitteft Per« 
fobs for fpiritual Employments are, good 
Chriftians^ ricb in Humility, and Charity. 
. I pity from my Heart, a good King who 
cannot meel with able and honeft Servants : 
I no lefs pity worthy Minifters expofed to 
the Clamours of Fadtion, or the Envy, and 
Intrigues of Courts : yet, neither of thefe 
Cafes are to be wondered at : Modefty and 
Virtue are not the Growth of Courts j and 
can but with Difficulty flouri(h when tranf* 
planted thither. 

I have fomewhere read, how an ancient 
Philofopher preffing to obtain Audience of a 
certain King, in a mean Habit, was denied 
Admiffion, but concluding that his Appear- 
ance was the Impediment, he pots on a coft- 
\y Garment, which procured him the Fa- 
vour 
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Vour of cdmtniinicating his Bufinefs tcf the . 
ICing, telling hiro, at the fame time, that bis \ 
Clothes bad more Influence than bis Virtue. 

When the MnmertineSy in Mejfkne^ protcfl-^^ 
edagainft the Jurifdidion ofP«?w/^, alledging . 
their Priviledge and Exemption, founded 
upon art ancient Grant of ih^ Romans ^ hz:^ 
Replied, what I will you never leave quoting 
Laws to ^s v^bo bave $ur Swords by our Sides ? .^ 

This is faid to be the inftruftive Epitaph 
infcribed on the Sepulchre of. Cyrus^ " O 
Man, whofocver thou artj and whencelbever .. 
thou comcfti (for come I know thou wilt) 
I am Cyrus^ the Founder of the Terjian Em- 
pire J do not envy me this little Quantity of 
Earth which covers my Body." — Let :liei 
Ambitious, when they read this, allow a Mo- 
ment for Refledion : nor be aflhamed to 
check their Thirft for Dominion, or arbitra- 
ry Power^ by aLeflbn, that fenfibly touch- 
ed an Alexander. 

To hear the Complaints of his People, ' 
and to adminifter Juftice, is the difficulty 
but ncccflary Bufinefs of a King. 

The Government of a well difpofed 
Prince is fometjmes tyrannical, not fo much 
through his own Temper^ .or Condudt,. as. 
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by the Pradices arid Meafures of hib Pava- 
ritcs. 

Overgrown rich Men are, frequentlyi in- 
debted for Advancement, not to their Merit, 
or the Friend(hi{) of Kings, but to the Ne- 
ceffity of Affairs, and the Times. 

Reformation (KouM not be fet about un- 
feafonably, nor carried on precSipitiimly : and 
they are the beft political Pljyficians, who in- 
deavour to keep the State in Health' by mo- 
derate and regular Prefcriptioris. 

Popular Charaders, and Nations, have a 
Rifing, and a Meridian : when the laft is 
reached, they fuddenly difappear, or fet by 
Degrees. 

Are you Second in Power ? envy not the 
Man who may be one Step higher : it wiH 
be Time enough to take his Place when his 
Glory decays : yet be not hafly in afcend- 
ing the Seat of a Great Man difgraced. 

Old Age is cautious and timorous, there- 
fore unfit for Undertakings that require Dif- 
patch and Bravery/ 

It is not fufBcient, many times, to have 
Power to do extraordinary A6tions, we muft 
have Abilities, Authority, and Reputation^ 
to vindicate them when done. 

Policy 
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Pdicy, that inables a Prqjeaor tq form a 
Scheme, often icares him before it is half 
finiflieds or overthrown the whole Plot; 
or deprives him, of his due Reward. 

Some receive not the Reward of their 
Merit till after Death; others become 
more memorable by their Deaths, thao by 
the AcSiions done in their Lives. 

Gifts (hould be diftributed with Grace 
and Affability 5 but Punifliment never in- 
flided with Cruelty or Infult. 

The beft Cuard a King can have, is the 
Gopd-will of his Subjeds. 

Education forms the Sentiments of Men, 
and Time gives them a ftrong Root : hence 
we may infer, that Danger muft always at- 
tend an Attack upon national Prejudices, and 
Cuftoms ; which are not to be altered but 
by the lenient Hand of Wifdom, trained up 
in the School of ^^perience* 

Wp may pronounce that Kingdom invin- 
cible, which is governed by Wifdom, fub- 
jedl to Order, and united by Concord. 

Union affords Safety, and gives Strength 
to a People. It is the very Life of that Wif- 
dom which prefides over the Whole. It 
gives to feparate and little States the Power 

Q^z of 
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pf Kingdoms; ^d prcferves Kingdoms from 
becoming a Prey to Empires* 

It is one PiiaBnomenon to fee a Rjvorife 
benevolent, peaceable^ and courteous to his 
Equals : another is, that fuch a one fhould 
gain the Favour of his Matter, and, at the 
fame time, the Good-will of the People,

When they leaft apprehendi that Ihtw^ 
ger ; when their Matter is fo bewitchcrf-a» 
to deny them nothing; and when: they fiif^ 
fer nothing to efcape their Fingers : when 
they have no more high OfBces to monopo- 
lize, nor any left coofiderabietQ fell : when 
their Ambition and Cruehy run, like a ra- 
pid Torrent, with irrefiftiblc Force : when 
they have no Aflbciatesj and govern, in Ap- 
pearance, without Oppofition. 

^ Is the Reign of a Favorite an happy 
one ; and its End glorious ? 

^. No — as the higheft Mountains are 
moft expofed to Thunder, and Storms, fo. 
Favorites are conftantly expofed moft to En- 
vy and Danger : Excefs of Indulgence from 
one Quarter, occafions Excefs of Malice, and 
Hatred, from another: and at the time 
they think themfclves fecure, the Tempeft 
is brooding ; which, in a Moment, defcends 
upon their devoted Heads.

^ Well then, can the partial Fondiiefs of 
a Prince toward a Favorite be advantageous 
lo his Authority^ Reputation, and Jnterefts ? 

A. Not in the leaft. Nay fo fatal has it 
fometimes proved to Kings, as to bring down 
a Flood of Ruin upon their Dignities, which 
they perceived not 'till it entered their Pa-» 
laces.
